Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 40-42 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have 
developed an inbred maize variety, designated "PH7JD", seed of which has been deposited with 
the ATCC in compliance with 37 CFR 1.801-1.809. In response to a request for information 
under 37 CFR 1.105, Applicants indicated that PH7JD was made using the pedigree selection 
method, from an initial cross of parental maize lines PHP02 and PH06N, followed by selling for 
6 generations. The parental lines were disclosed in U.S. Patent Nos. 5,082,992 and 5,675,066, 
respectively (response filed September 11, 2006, page 2). However, the prior art does not teach 
or fairly suggest particularly crossing the parental lines and following Applicants' methods to 
arrive to variety PH7JD.
